THE rLATF(»tM OF THE PEKXST Lt ANIA 
DEMOCKACY. 

The tetegraph has given a very meager ac- 
cosnl of the meeting of the Pennsylvania D.-m- 
ocratc CoBTcntion at Harrisburg, Monday, and 
the ncmination of the lion. Heister Clymer for 
^ Goeeinor. The convention adopted the follow- 
ing rcEolntioo* nnanimoasly, which have not 
been pnblifcbcd: 

The Democracy of Pennsylvania in conven- 
tion met. recognizing a crisis in the aSeir* of 
the r^nblic, aLd eeieeming the immeoiste res- 
toration of the Union peramooiu to ali other 
Msaea, do resolve— 

1. That the States whereof the people were 
I lately .n tebclUon ate integral parts of the

Congrtas by men duly elected wuo bear tme 
faiih to the Constitaiioo and laws, and in order 
to vmdisate the maxim that “taxation without 
representaUno” is trranuy, such represenuuvia 
ahoeld be forthwith admittul.

• That we owe obedience to the ConetitnUon

1 chanced to be at Wilmingtoa, Delaware, 
Itet Baturday evening, and Irarning that a 
meeting was to be held of the loyal citizens of 
the city and adjoining district, irrespecUve of 
party, to indoise the administration oi onr most 
worthy P erident, Andicw Johnsor; and learn- 
ing furthtr that it was to be addrtsicd by vonr 
own ncb:c Representative In Congress, Geieial 
L. II. RoufFean, I remained to attend. Tb» 

; imetirg wss htld at Institute IIilI, and long 
belore the hour apj>olnttd, the hall, which seats 
about 2,(K0 pe' pie, was densely packed, and in 
the andieiice wci-e many ladies. Hundreds, it 
not tbouesBOF, were forced to go away. At 73^ 
o’dcck the ireeliug was called to order. Dr. 
II. T. Atkcc, the chairman, stated the object of 
the mecilng to be for the purpose of indorsing 
tbe course of President Johnson, especUllv with 
referetce to bis veto cf the Fretdmen's Bureau 
HU, and be hoped that one and all would ac- 
cold him that fnpport which is necessary for 
the maintenance of that poliev. 

Then came the reading of the resolution!. 
They w ere timely, and breathed a spirit of lov- 
ally and devotion to the eoumry snd the ad- 
minisiratlcn cf President Johnson.

A. Winlield, member of Congress from 
New York, addressed the meeting in a strong 
•peecb cf three- rjuarters of an hour, Hs was 
listened] to wiih naked attention, and made a 
droidedly favorable impreasion, not only for 
himself, but in lavor of the conservative jiolicv 
of the President He then modestly remarked 
that he wae convinced that the chiei attraclii^n 
ot the meetipg, he whom all had come to ^ ee 
and hear, was hU illustrious friend, soldier, and 
statesman from Kentucky, General Rousseau, 
and that with plcasuie he accorded him the 
floor. 

Ihe General, with that perfect elegance of 
bearing which ever characterizes him, then ad- 
vanced to the (Land, and was greeted with 
thunders of sppjause, long coniinned, and 
which must have been as gratifying to his 
firlde as it was deserving to his good name.
